PERKING Up THE PERIODICALS

NoT LONG AGO A VERY WELL READ MAN was deploring what he con- 
sidered a bad tendency on the part of modern libraries. ““When | was 
a boy,” he said, ‘‘one of the things I liked about a library was that | 
could always go there and be pretty nearly sure of finding the same 
book in the same place, or nearly the same place, almost any time I 
went. To be sure, I did not read the books very much for they were 
the old standards, but they gave me a sense of stability which the 
modern library with its constant changing collection does not give.” 
There is no need of discussing the relative merits of fine old collec- 
tions comprising books which everybody ought to read and few did, 
and the modern collection adapted deliberately to the changing taste 
and multiple desires of its readers. If there were not this variety the 
Booklist would not be a necessity and the American Library Associa- 
tion would lose much of its reason for existence. 

In the periodical department of the average library, the stability 
of which my friend was complaining still seems to hold good in large 
measure. Preference is given, in making up subscription lists, to 
titles which have already been in the library a long time. Changes are 
usually made only after careful deliberation. Toa large degree this is 
psychologically sound. Most people have an attitude toward period- 
icals different from that they have toward books. Books being com- 
plete in themselves do not depend on what precedes them or what 
follows them. Each work stands or falls largely on its own merits. 
In reading periodicals, on the other hand, people often are not looking 
for specific authors of articles or for particular titles. If they have 
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read the Atlantic Monthly they keep on reading it. If they are dev- 
otees of the Saturday Evening Post they look for the place where 
the Saturday Evening Post is or ought to be. As long as the periodi- 
cal does not radically change, this loyalty is more or less unshaken. 
The apocryphal story of the two Boston ladies, twins, who died at 
a ripe age with only one source of dispute having arisen between 
them, and that the question of who should get the Boston Evening 
Transcript first after its delivery, is paralleled to a considerable 
extent in most periodical reading. 

But any excessive virtue may become almost a vice. Librarians 
should keep an open mind toward the addition of new periodicals as 
well as toward the retention of the tried and true. Often the things 
of most specific use in any particular library are titles of local appeal 
which could not very well go on a general list intended as a standard 
for selection. If there is an active interest in any organized games 
or tournaments in the community, periodicals like the American 
Checker Monthly (Kansas City, Mo., $3) the American Chess Maga- 
sine (N. Y., $3) or the Auction Bridge Magazine (N. Y., $3) may 
prove of very great utility. Readers of the National Geographic 
Magazine or the Nature Magazine may also like to see Natural His- 
tory (Monthly, N. Y., $3) which is the publication of the New York 
Natural History Museum. Many readers who are not quite ready 
for the Nation’s Business or more solid economic journals will read 
the Forbes magazine with great delight. Those who are more ex- 
perienced in business matters will turn to the Magazine of fVall 
Street with considerable satisfaction. If Time and the Literary 
Digest are popular, it is pretty nearly certain that the Readers’ Digest 
(Pleasantville, N. Y., $3) will be in pretty bad condition from wear 
by the end of the month. I have noticed in the libraries which take it, 
that the Pathfinder (Washington, D. C., $1) usually receives very 
considerable attention and apparently suits the needs of a certain 
class of readers. The Hornbook (N. Y.) has won a place for itself 
in school libraries and with children’s librarians. 

Sample copies of other periodicals will constantly come to the 
library or will be noticed in the news stands. It is a good investment 
to buy a few numbers of these and put them on the tables or period- 
ical racks to test their utility and brighten up the periodical list cor- 
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respondingly. Even though the older magazines are not displaced, 
the variety of an occasional new title may serve as a stimulus to 
renewed interest in the old.

Whiteness in an elephant is an added cause of honour, and hence, 
by easy transition, the excessive rarity of the colour proves that those who have 
it must contain the souls of emperors, and must be served in regal state and take 
high precedence at Court. Royalty is incomplete without the white elephant, 
and the more there are the more perfect is the regal power. Both the king and 
people would consider it peculiarly inauspicious to want a white elephant, hence 
the anxiety to obtain them. One famous specimen brought about the ruin of 
five or six kings; it had come into the hands of the King of Siam and was made 
a casus belli by the then powerful King of Pegu. 

Jachard, who saw it, describes it as small and very old—-“they said three hun- 
dred years. He was attended by a hundred men who fed him out of vessels of 
gold, and he lived in a splendid pavilion.’ They are usually miserable specimens, 
but the cost of their keep was so excessive that in bygone days the task of guard- 
ing them was sometimes laid on an objectionable noble as a means of ruining him. 
The custom has enriched our language with an expressive metaphor.
